For  suspending  our  own  legislatures,  and 
declaring  themselves  to^  have  the^power  to 
legislate  for  us  in  all  cases  whatsoever. 

He  has  abdicated  Government  here,  by  de- 
claring us  out  of  his  protection,  and  waging 
war  against  us.  , 

He  has  plundered  our  seas,  ravished  our 
coasts,bumt  our  towns,[and  destroyed  the  lives 
of  our  people. 

He  is  at  this  time  transporting  large  armies 
of  foreign  mercinaries  to  complete  the  works 
of  death  desolation,  and  tyranny,  already  be- 
gun with  circumstances  of  cruelty  and  perfid- 
ify  scarcely  paralleled  in  the  most  barbarous 
ages,  and  totally  unworthy  the  head  of  a  civi- 
lized  nation. 

He  has  constrained  our  fellow  citizens,  taken 
captive  on  tho  high  sea<»,  to  bear  arms  against 
their  country,  *o  become  the  executioners  of 
their  friends  and  bretheren,  or  to  fall  them- 
selves by  their  hands. 

He  has  "incited  domestic  insurrections 
among  us,  and  has  endeavored  to  bring  on  the 
inhabitants  of  our  frontiers  the  merciless  In- 
dian savages,  who.se  known  rule  of  warfare  is 
an  undistinguished  destruction  of  all  ages,  sex- 
es and  conditions. 

Id  every  stage  of  these  oppressions  we  have 
petitioned  for  redress  in  the  most  humble- 
terms  ;  our  repeated  petitions  have  been  an- 
swered only  by  repeated  injury.  A  prince 
whose  character  is  thus  marked  by  every  act 
which  may  define  a  tyrant,  is  unfit  to  be  the 
ruler  of  a  free  people. 

Nor  have  we  been  wanting  in  attention  to 
our  British  brethren.

AVe  have  wf»rncd  them  from   time  to  time> 
of  atlcmpts  by  their  legislature  to  extend  their 
unwarantable  jurisdiction  over  us.     We  have 
reminded  them'of  the  circumstances  of  our  em- 
igration and   settlement  here.    We  have  ap- 
pealed to  their  naiive  ju.stice  and  magnanimity 
and  we  have  coi'jnrcd  them  by  the  ties  of  our 
common  kindred   to  disavow  these   usurpa- 
tions, which  would  inevitably  interrupt  our 
connections  and   correspondence.    They,  too, 
have  been  deaf  to  the  voice  of  justice  and  con. 
sanguiiiity.     We  must,  therefore,  acquiesce  in 
the  ncces.=:ity  which  denounces  our  seperation 
and  hold  them  as  we  hold  the  rest  of  mankind 
— enemies  in  war,  in  peace  friends. 

We,  therefore  the  representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  in  general  Con- 
gres  assembled,  appealing  to  the  Supreme 
Judge  of  the  worid  for  tne  rectitude  of  our 
intentions,  do  in  the  name,  and  by  the 
authority,  of  these  colonies,  solemnly  publish 
and  declare,  that  these  united  colonies  are, 
and  of  right  ought  to  be,  free  and  independent 
States  ;  that  they  are  absolved  from  all  alle- 
giance to  the  British  crown,  and  that  all  po- 
litical connections  between  them  and  the  state 
of  Great  Brittan  is,  and  ought  to  be,  totally 
dissolved;  and  that,  as  free  independant  State?, 
they  have  the  power  to  levy  war,  conclude 
peace,  contract  alliances,  establish  commerce, 
and  do  all  other  acts  and  things  which  inde- 
pendent States  may  of  right  do.  And,  for 
the  support  of   tnis  declaration,  with  a  firm 


A  soldier  writing  from  Bayon  Bouf,  Louis- 
iana, to  his  sister  in  Albany  relates  the  fol- 
lowing adventure: 

"Now,  that  I  cm  on  the  Alligator  chapter, 
I  will  tell  you  an  adventure  I  had  with  one.    I 
have  always  beenjanxious  to  obtain  some  por- 
tion of  an  Alligator,  to  cary  home  as  a  curios- 
ity.   One  day,  while  returning  from  one   of 
the  outposts,  ,1  put  into  "Alligator  Bayou ." 
An  alligator  swimming  shows  but  two  little 
humps  above  water,  the  larger  one  at  his 
eyes  and  the  other  at  his  nose,  and  it  requires 
a   marksman  of  no  mean  skill  to  kill  one.     I 
soon  fell  in  with  a  number  of  them,  and  picked 
out  the  largest  one,  I   fired.    He  turned  on 
his  back,  his  feet  quivered  in  the  air,  his  jaws 
opened  and  he  sank.

In  an  instant  I  comprehended  my  situation.—
